the J4th Hussars in the neighbourhood of 
LCamberloy, Yorktown, Blackwater, and 
Frimluy on the 18 h ult, the fact wigdis- 
covered that, through some unscoothiptablé 
blunder, bat! ammunition had been dsued 
to somo of the men instead of blank’ The 
reg mont was. divided into two. ‘forces, 
smi parties of which came into contact at 
various points over a considerable front: 
On the road between Frimley aod York- 
town asmo digmounted men were fi ing at 
each other at a com parativoly short range, 
when tha. inistnke is regard ‘to the ane 
munition was disonvered, Several bullets - 
penetrated . a-little mission ‘church of. ° 
corrugated iron, noar which were station: . 
ed a party of men, ona of whom 
waa shot ¢hroush the chest, The bullet 
struck his bandolier, und, it ia belleved,.’ 
passod through his lung, escaping or tho 
left side of his back? Tho unfortunate 
man, Private James Thompson, who hss 
about 24 years’ servico to hia credit, wis 
immediately attended tu by Farrior Ber- 
eant Polling, *8! hia regimont, and, was to- 
moved to a neighbouring public-house, 
Polling, aftor rondoring first aid, galluping 
to Yorktown for a doctor, The operation : 
was immediately suspended, and noto takon 
of the ammunition in the poasossion of the: 
men, on which subject an inquiry will be 
sheld, The injured man was removed by 
ambulance to the Cambridge Hospital, 
whoro ho is, ao far, progressing favourably, 
In its iasue of the 22nd uit., The Standard 
reported :—' ; . 
Tho police at Camberley have recoived 
from Mr James Howard, 9 coachman, 
three cartridges ‘which ho has. picked up 
in the Gordon-10nd, Camberley, as a result’ 
of the sham fight which took place thore 
on Friday last, when Private James: 
Thompson, of the 14th Husarrs, was shot 
through the chest. Of these three, two 
have been discharged. One of them war 
undoubtedly a blank cartridge, but it ig cer- 
tain. that from the othor 4 bullet wns fired, 
/The third {a a loaded cartridge with “bullet 
complete, and it is. considerod -that 
soldier cither dropped it or thraw it 
aways In another instance a bullet haa 
heen picked up. Polico-sorgeant Coleman, 


tho officer of the Surrey Polico Porce in 
charge at Camberloy, has rotained pusses. 


J sion of tho cartridges and made a report 


on tho matter ta his supatior officars, ‘who 
it in understood will bring the mattor to the 
notice of Sir John French, Commanding 
the Pst Army Corps.-"Tho Mission Hall, 
close to which Private Thompson was shot, 
beara marks of four butlats haying utruck 
it, and thore are also bullet marks ona tree 
on tho opposite ride.af the roud.

Suicide of The Assailant. 


Th Sheerness Gartison, on thi.20:h ult.. 
@ gunner belonging .to tho District 
Hotablishment, Royal Garrigon Artillery, 
named. Frederick: Lane, shot ‘Corporal 
Goorge Purvis, ‘Royal. Garrison Artillery, 
in the thigh, and afterwards committed 
suicide, It socns-that Purvis waa lying on 
his cot in a rovm in D Pusange, noarly 
opposite tho Dockyard Church, when he 
heard a man say, ‘Tamas good a man as 
you,’ and at the same moment ho received 
a shot in his thigh from ‘4 rifle ‘fired 
by Lane, who was standing near the sido-of 
hiacot. Purvis sprang up and closed. with - 
hia antagonist, who, however, thrust him 
aside, and rau-out.of the room with the 
rifle in chia hand.” A “guitnor” named - 
Pilkingten barred his’ exit, but Lave 
atruck him over tho head with the rifle, 
and then madg for the bath-houge, Ho 
entered this building, ayd ‘some men whe - 
had: turned out én’ hearing -the alarm 
corded tha door, and so prevented him 
making his “ocape,. The. orderly officer, 
Regimental -Sergeant-Majot W. Smith, 
Police Inspector Store, and others, were 
ptomptly on the econo, and offotts were 
made to induce Lato to surrender ‘his rifle, 
bat ha rofured, and threatened: to fire .

Russia hus no intention 
of withdrawing from Manchuria, and 
that being soit would be weak of Japan 
to agree to any Russian stipulations 
whatsoever with regard to Corea, 
Russia haa no perseriptive rights in 
Corea, Her presence at Port Arthur 
and Dalny, and the fact that she hos « 
railway lino through Manchuria, which
